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ABSTRACT 

A survey was completed in 1994 by 395 students 
attending the Center for Arts and Sciences (CA_) ', an enrichment 
program in Saginaw, Michigan, for gifted and talented students in 
grades 6 through 12. Highlights of the findings included the 
following: (1) most students attended CAS because of their own 
special interests and career plans; (2) most students felt they fit 
in well academically and socially at both CAS and their home schools; 
(3) most students were satisfied with CAS, finding their classes 
interesting and challenging; (4) 8.4 percent of CAS students were not 
satisfied and gave such reasons as non-supportive teachers and too 
much work as their reasons; (5) most students felt they were 
sufficiently prepared for CAS experiences; and (6) less than half 
reported difficulties at their home school because of their CAS 
attendance. Suggested improvements in the CAS program included 
providing more outings, making class periods shorter, and improving 
upon teachers and their attitudes. Most of this document consists of 
appendices which include the student survey, a detailed report of 
survey results, and results for students attending morning and 
afternoon sessions. (DB) 
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Introduction 



During the April 14, 1992 Saginaw Board of Education Meeting, representa- 
tives o£ the Concerned Parents of the Ruben Daniels Lifelong Learning 
Center/Center for the Arts and Sciences expressed concerns about student 
transition from their home school and their subsequent achievement and 
progress in the programs at the Center for the Arts and Sciences (CAS). Thus, 
the impetus for the 1991-92 CAS Student Survey , CAS staff, representatives of 
the "Concerned Parents", and the Evaluation Department were involved in the 
development of the first CAS Student Survey. The results of this first survey 
appeared under a separate cover and are available upon request from the 
Department of Evaluation, Testing and Research. 

The 1993-94 CAS Student Survey (see Appendix A for a copy) continues this 
practice of asking students their opinions about their home school ard CAS. 
The results of the survey will again be shared with the CAS staff and a parent 
committee from the CAS. 
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Procedures and Demographic Data 

The CAS Student Survey (see Appendix A for a copy) was distributed to all 
CAS students in attendance ? \ either the morning or afternoon session on 
Wednesday, March 9, 1994, A new feature was color coding the instruments for 
the morning students (mainly grades 6-8) differently than the afternoon 
students (mainly graces 9-12) such that the results for each group could be 
aggregated separately. After a brief introduction by the CAS instructor that 
established the fact that the survey should be taken seriously and each 
question called for honest answers > students were then given ample time to 
read and react to the questions. By the end of the day, the completed survey 
instruments were delivered to the Department of Evaluation, Testing, and 
Research. The department tabulated the responses to the questions. Hie 
complete tabulated results from the 1993-94 CAS Student Survey can be found in 
Apperriix B. In all, the 1993-94 CAS Student Survey was completed by 395 
students during the day of March 9, 1994. 

Table 1 below contains a breakdown by gender and ethnic background of the 
395 CAS students completing the survey compared to the 433 (91.0%) CAS 
students enrolled during the 1993-94 school year.

A study of the gender breakdown of the CAS Student Survey respondents in 
Table 1 above shows that 230 (58.2%) were female and 165 (41.8%) were male. 
The 1993-94 CAS population was composed of 245 (56.6%) female and 188 (43.4%) 
male students. Thus 93.9% of the possible females and 87.3% of the possible 
males responded to the survey* 

A review of the ethnic background of the CAS Student Survey respondents 
in Table 1 above, shows that 236 (59.7%) were White, 79 (20.0%) were Black, 16 
(4.0%) were Hispanic, 54 (13.7%) were other or no response, 5 (1.3%) were 
American Indian and 5 (1.3%) were Oriental. The 1993-94 CAS population was 
made up of 296 (68.4%) White, 103 (23.8%) Black, 28 (6.5%) Hispanic, 5 (1.1%) 



Oriental arri 1 (0.2%) American Indian. As can be seen the percentage of the 
two largest ethnic groups responding was approximately 78% (ranging from 76.7% 
to 79.7%) of their representation of the original class for Whites and Blacks 
respectively. 

Part I tabulated responses in addition to ethnicity presented above in 
Table 1 also covered other elements of demographic background including: 
gender, age, grade level, semesters attending CAS, current program of study 
(plus number of semesters studying it), home school, arc} future plans to 
attend CAS. The entire set of responses to these demographic items plus Part 
II tabulated results can be found in Appendix B. 

As already mentioned, a new feature of the study was a color coding of 
morning (mainly grades 6-3) and afternoon (mainly grades 9-12) student results 
such that each group's responses could be tabulated separately. Hie tabulated 
results of the morning students can be found in Appendix C and those of the 
afternoon students can be located in Appendix D. Table 2 below displays a 
breakdown by gender and ethnic background of the 203 (93.73) morning and 137 
(38.7%) afternoon CAS students completing the survey compared to the 222 
morning and 211 afternoon CAS students enrolled during the second semester of 
the 1993-94 school year.

While minor variations can be seen in the respond ing morning ard afternoon 
students to the entire student population in both periods, the differences follow 
those observed in Table 1 and will not be discussed here. 

The major findings follow on the next page for the entire student population 
to the Part II portion of the survey. 
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Findings 



The reader is again reminded that the conplete findings to each survey 
question are given in Appendix 8 for the entire group and in Appendices C and 
D for the morning ani afternoon students respectively. The highlights that 
follow review responses for the entire group. Interested readers should 
review the responses given in Appendix C (morning students in grades 6-8) and 
Appendix D (afternoon students in grades 9-12) for deviations of each from the 
responses of the entire group. 

Highlights 

A review of the responses given by the 395 CAS respondents to the Part II 
portion of the Student Survey reveals the following: 

• Most students give their primary reason for attending 
CAS as one of the following: 

- It provides an opportunity to interact with 
students of their own abilities and interests, 

- It provides an opportunity to become involve! 
in special activities/competitions not offered 
at my home school, or 

- Their particular CAS program is related to 
their career plans. 

• With regard to the CAS, most students feel they fit in 
well: 

- Academically (93.7%), and 

- Socially (88.1%). 

• With regard to their home school, again most students 
feel they fit in well: 

- Academically (90.1%), and 

- Socially (83.5%). 
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• Most CAS students feel more comfortable talking to their 
CAS teachers about grades (91.1%) , career plans (86.8%); 
and topics covered in class (93.9%) than they do about 
talking about their personal lives (39.0%). 

• Most CAS students feel more comfortable talking to their 
home school teachers about grades (87.6%), career plans 
(75.2%), and topics covered in class (93.2%) than they 
do about talking about their personal lives (23.0%). 

• Most CAS students (87.6%) are satisfied with their exper- 
ience at the Center. The three top reasons they give for 
this satisfaction are the following: 

- CAS classes are interesting (113)*, 

- CAS classes are challenging (96), and 

- CAS offers activities which are not 
available elsewhere (64). 

• The small percentage (8.4%) o£ CAS students not satisfied 
with their experience at the Center cite the following 
three reasons most often: 

- CAS teachers are not supportive (4)*, 

- I have to work too hard to keep up at CAS ( 3 ) , and 

- I am more compatible with my home school students 
than with those at CAS (3). 

• Most CAS students (90-9%) felt they were sufficiently 
prepared for the Center experience. 

• Of the 8.9% of the CAS students who felt they were not 
prepared for the Center experience, the top areas of non- 
preparedness given by more than one respondent were the 
following: 

- Math (7), 

- Dance (4), 

- r /fork ethic (4) , 

- Art (3), 

- Science (2) , and 

- Study skills (2).

• Less than half of the CAS students (42.5%) have exper- 
ienced difficulties at their home school because they 
attend the CAS. 

• Students generally feel they have to put both more effort 
and a higher quality of effort into CAS classes than is 
required for home school classes. 

• Most students (85.3%) found everything they were expecting 
from the Center experience. 

• Of the (13.4%) of the CAS that found something Tacking 
at the Center r the areas identified by three or: j»re 
respondents included the following: 

- More help from teachers/better teachers (6); 

- A lot of hard work with some at the college 
level (4); and 

- More help in career searches (3). 

Suggested improvements that 10 or more CAS respondents 
offered include the following: 

- Provide more outings/social activities/sporting 
activities (60); 

- Make class periods shorter (21); 

- Improve upon teachers and their attitudes - 
more caring and helpful (21); 

- Better principal/better teacher (s). /better 
librarian/better counselor (20); 

- Be more* selective in both talent and 
academics (19); 

- Include more class offerings (or diversity 
wichin course) to choose from (18); 

- Provide longer classes/full-day program (15); 

- Make it so students could meet other students 
in other areas (12); and 

- Have more interesting and more frequent living 
arts with application to all students (10).

• Almost all CAS students (90.4%) would recommend the Center 
to a friend. 

• Over three quarters (77.5%) of the CAS students have begun 
to seriously consider career plans. 

• Almost two thirds (64.6%) believe their CAS classes are 
related to their career plans. 

• Almost all the CAS stidents (97.2%) plan on attending 
college. 

• From a set of possible reasons to attend CAS/ most CAS 
students indicated they became involved in the Center 
at the suggestion by someone not in the schools (32.7%). 
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Sunoary 

The most significant results of the 1993-94 CAS Student Survey of the 395 
respondents have been presented. Information was sought of all students 
attending the CAS on March 9/ 1994 concerning issues relative to the 
following: 

• Reasons for attendance; 

• Comfort level of students both socially and academically 
at both the Center and the home school; 

• Comfort level of students in discussing various matters 
with CAS and home school teachers; 

• Reasons for satisfaction or dissatisfaction with the CAS; 

• Level of preparedness for the CAS experience; 

• Students experiencing difficulty at home school because 
of their attendance at the CAS; 

• Amount and quality of effort to complete work at the CAS 
and the home school; 

• vJhat students expected at the CAS but did not find; 

• One major way to improve the CAS; 

• Whether the students would recommend CAS to a friend; and 

• Career planning efforts of CAS students and how students 
became involved in the CAS program. 

Thus, a large number of issues were explored briefly. The major findings 
presented above dealt with the response of the total group of CAS students. 
However, on the bulk of questions the responses by the various separate ethnic 
groups, as well as the total, are given in Appendix B for interested readers. 
Ethnic breakdowns for American Indian, Oriental, and Other (no response to 
racial/ethnic group) should be viewed cautiously because of their small 
numbers (1 to 8) per group. 
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In addition, Appendix C and D present ethnic breakdowns for the morning 



and afternoon students. Again, when small numbers (below 10 individuals per 
group) are encountered the reader should be cautious in their interpretation. 

From the student survey data of the entire CAS student body there emerged 
some important points. They include: 



1. Almost all CAS students (346 of 395, or 87.6%) are generally 
satisfied with the CAS experience. 

2. Again, almost all CAS students (359 of 395, or 90.9%) feel 
they were sufficiently prepared academically for the CAS. 

3. Again, a large majority of CAS students (357 of 395, or 
90.4%) would recommend the CAS program to a friend. 

4. Overall, CAS students feel more comfortable in talking to 
CAS teachers than home school teachers about a range of 
issues including: topics covered in class, their graies, 
career plans, and even their personal lives. 

&. More CAS students feel they fit in socially at the CAS than 
at their home school '88.1% and 83.5% respectively). 

6. There is little difference with the positive manner CAS 
students feel they fit in academically at the CAS and 
their home school (93.7% and 90.1% respectively). 

7. Tne two factors that draw students most to the Center are 
the interesting plus challenging CAS class offerirvgs. 

8. CAS stuients generally feel that they have to put more and 
a higher quality of effort into Center classes than home 
school classes. 

9. The three top cited improvements to the CAS program included: 

- More academic outings/social activities/sports 
activities; 

- Make class periods shorter? and 

- Improve teacher attitudes so they are more 
carirvg and helpful.
